May it Please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1913. 

In February, Anthony Traill, Esquire, LL.D., M.D., Provost, T.C.D., the Com- 
missioner representing the Cavan Protestant Board of Education, resigned, and on 
the 9th of April Rev. W. R. W. Roberts, B.D., F.T.C.D., was elected to the 
vacancy thus caused. It was with deep regret we learned of the Provost’s decision 
to sever his connection with our Board of which he had been a member since the 
reconstitution of the Commission in 1891, and to which, as Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman on various' occasions, he had rendered much valuable service. His Honor 
Judge Todd, LL.D., K.C., Recorder of Derry, has succeeded Very Rev. D. A. Taylor-, 
M.A., D.D., as Commissioner representing the Tyrone Protestant Board of 
Education. Subject to these two changes, the members of the Board, both appointed 
and elected, remain the same as those for 1912. The names of the Commissioners 
are given infra, Appendix A, No. 1., p. 10. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 23, April 2, July 24, and October 15, 
and Special Meetings on February 11, and June 26. ~ These latter were summoned 
tor the discharge of business involving the use of the Common Seal, which can take 
place only at Board meetings. At the meeting of January 23 we elected Right 
Eev. Monsignor Byrne, P.P., V.G., to be our Chairman, and Very Rev. J. M. 
Hamilton, M.A., D.D., to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. A Table of the 
^tendances of the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. IV., p. 11. 

The resignation of the Provost of Trinity College, alluded to above, created a 

■ Vacancy on the Standing Committee, which we filled at our July meeting by the 

R PP° m tment °f Rev. W. R. W. Roberts. Twenty meetings of the Standing Com- 

■ ittee were summoned during the year, and seventeen meetings were held — three

In instituting a comparison between the above figures and those for the year 
1912, it is to be borne in mind that the returns for that year included, in the case 
of the Carysfort Endowment, a period of fifteen months, viz., from October 1, 1911, 
to December 31, 1912. As a result, additional income amounting to £59 5s. 5 d.— 
Rents, £55 17s. 8c?. ; Miscellaneous Receipts, £3 7s. M . — and additional expenditure 
amounting to £53 8s. \d . — Educational purposes, £53 ; other outgoings, £0 8s. id.— 
were dealt with in our last report, although not, strictly speaking, within the year's 
operations. It is necessary, accordingly, that the following observations should be 
read subject to this qualification. 

Income . — Compared with the returns given in our previous report, our gross 
income from all sources shows a decrease of £198 9s. 8^c?., the figures being 
£6,229 6s. 10 \d. in 1913 as against £6,427 16s. 7 d. in 1912. Rent receipts are 
reduced by £92. This is partially due to the additional Carysfort rent included in 
the previous returns and partially to the fact that the process of rent collection was 
less successful last year than in the one immediately preceding. Dividends show a 
decrease of £99 ; mainly as the result of smaller payments made by the Land Com- 
mission in respect of “ Interest in lieu of Rent ” due to us out of the three estates 
sold under the Irish Land Act, 1903. ' Miscellaneous Receipts, which vary from 
year to year, are on the present occasion reduced by nearly £7. 

Expenditure . — Our ordinary expenditure on estate outgoings, cost of manage- 
ment, etc., may be regarded as normal, although on paper it shows an increase owing 
to the fact that liabilities which had accrued in 1912 were not discharged un i

after the close of the financial year. The death in January, 1913, of Rev. William 
Moore Morgan, LL.D., a former Headmaster of Armagh Royal School, has reduced 
the sum payable as annuities under Scheme No. 34 by £400 per annum and has 
increased by a like sum the amount available for the promotion of Intermediate 
Education in the County of Armagh. The amount applied to educational purposes 
during the year is less than that of the previous period by £89 45. 9 d., the figures 
being £4,867 145. Od. in 1913 as against £4,956 185. 9 d. in 1.912. In this connection, 
however, allowance must be made foi’ the extra sum of £53 mentioned above as 
havino- been included in the Carysfort expenditure for the year 1912. 

Balances . — Our Expenditure for the year exceeded our Income by £14 25. 4 \d., 
and the sum total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1913, was accordingly 
less bv that amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the 
previous year. 

Capital . — Our Stock Account has been altered as the result of two operations 
effected during the year. On the one hand, we invested a sum of £242 105. 0 d., 
representing small balances of various endowments, in the purchase of £250 Great 
Southern and Western Railway 4 per cent. Preference Stock, issued at £97, and free 
of stamp duty. On the other hand, we sold £450 Midland Great Western Railway 
4 per cent. Rent Charge Stock in order to provide for the compensation of teachers 
mentioned in Section 24 of Scheme No. 95. The Stock realised £393 195. 3 d., and 
the compensation claims amounted to £392 3s. 5 d. Our other Securities remain 
unchanged. See Memorandum Account, pp. 14-19. 


ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 

The Schools sharing in these Endowments continue, on the whole, to be efficiently General, 
conducted. Save for the substantial reduction in the Rolls, the returns dealing 
with the Schools, the educational' results, and the condition of the Buildings are, 
speaking generally, of a satisfactory character. For full particulars on these 
points we would refer to the Reports of our Secretary, who, as Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector, visited the various Schools last autumn. These Reports will be found in 
Appendix C, pp. 25-30. 

The total number on the Rolls of the Schools under the control of the Local Numbers. 
Boards for the year 1912-13 was 714 as compared with 747 for the previous year. 

This is a marked falling off, and all the more so in view of the fact that for the 
three preceding years the returns registered a constantly diminishing number, the 
figures being 820' in 1909-10, 771 in 1910-11, and 747 in 1911-12. It is just possible 
that the reduction noted in 1912-13 may be accounted for, to some extent, by the 
fact that in that year the Intermediate Education Board ceased to recognise the 
Preparatory Grade. But, for the steady diminution of the previous years it is 
difficult to furnish an explanation, and it is hoped that, whatever the cause, it may 
only be of a temporary character. 


The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examination in 1913 was 
384, or 87 per cent, of the gross Intermediate Rolls. This percentage is similar to 
that of the previous year, and compares favourably with those of many former 
years 


Tested by the Intermediate Examinations, the efficiency of the Schools, taken Efficiency, 
as a whole, continues fairly creditable, the percentage of Passes being 60'4. This 
' s . no .^ 80 8'°°d as that of the previous year, when the percentage was 
’1 * Dllt ^ I s at -* east ' well in advance of the percentage for the country as a 
whole, viz., 55 5. The relative merits of the particular schools with which we are 
healing and of the Schools generally throughout the country were in 1912 as 643 
!? to 55, while in 1913 these merits were as 604 is to 55'5. It will thus be seen 
hat our particular Schools still maintain their higher percentage of Passes, but 
that m 1913 their superiority in this respect was not so marked as in the previous 
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For many years it was our duty to refer to the unsatisfactory condition of 
Raphoe Royal School Buildings, and it is with pleasure we now report an altered 
state of affairs. Funds raised locally have been applied to the execution of numerous 
improvements and repairs, with the result that the present state of the premises 
reflects much credit on the Donegal Protestant Board. Armagh, Enniskillen 
and Dungannon Royal Schools are in good condition, but expenditure on Cavan 
Royal School has now become pressing, if the premises are to be fairly maintained 
I he Schools under the Roman Catholic Boards are in good condition, the building 
being comparatively modern, and the task of upkeep proportionately light. 0 


Of the twelve Schools selected by the Local Boards of Education, we are satisfied 
that eleven have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to qualify them 
to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We accepted as evidence 
or this qualification the Certificate of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector who visited 
each of the Schools in September, 1913. See Appendix C, pp. 25-27. ’ Particulars 
as to the disqualification of the twelfth School are also set forth in the some 
Appendix, p. 27. cl,ue 


We print in Appendix D, pp. 32-44, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards 
ot Education. The amount distributed among those Boards for the benefit of their 
respective School Districts was £3,305, allocated as follows Armagh £620- 
Cavan, £256; Donegal, £221; Fermanagh, £944; and Tyrone, £1,264. 


We also paid to the Cavan Roman Catholic Board and to the Fermanagh Roman 
Catholic Board the income of their respective Building Funds ; and to the Fermanagh 
Protestant Board the rent' received for Portora Point. 


OTHER ENDOWMENTS. 

Preston Endowment.— The grass income of this Endowment for the year, ii- 
cludmg dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Abbeylek 
Schools, and small Miscellaneous Beceipts, was £627 11s. Id d as compared with 
£936 4 d. for the previous year, the explanation of the difference being that 

the Land Commission made smaller remittances in respect of “ Interest in lieu of 
Rent in 1913 than in 1912. The amounts allocated to the several Schools having 
claims on the Endowment, after payment of the necessary outgoings, were as 
follow: Kings Hospital, Oxmantown, £169 2s. 7 d., Preston School Navan. 
£362 105. Od. ; and Preston School, Abbeyleix, £346 16s. Qd. 

Preston School, Navan.— On page 31 we print the Report of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant s Inspector. We note with pleasure that in respect of attendance the Returns 
accompanying the Report compare very favourably with those of the previous year, 
the figures being : Roll 28, average attendance 22, as compared with 16 and 13, 
respectively, in 1912. At the Intermediate Examinations, 1913 5 pupils were 
presented and 3 passed. ’ 

In virtue of the Amending Scheme framed by the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests, in July, 1912, three exhibitions value £20 each were offered 
for competition, two of which were awarded — one being now held at Mountjoy School, 
Dublin, and one at Celbridge School. In lieu of the third exhibition a day scholar- 
ship is being enjoyed at Ranelagh School, Athlone. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix.— We print, infra, page 31, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant s Inspector on this School. The number of boarders-has increased, btit 
as the number of day pupils has similarly decreased the total roll remains at 23. 
The elimination of the Preparatory Grade seriously affected this School, and for 
this as well as other reasons the Intermediate results are of a meagre character- 
only 4 pupils being presented for examination, of whom 2 passed. In the previous 
year 10 were presented and 5 passed. 

Carysfort Endowment.— The number of Schools receiving grants from this 
Endowment still continues to be five, two being under Protestant and three under 
Roman Catholic management. The total sum available for educational purposes 
was £136. which we divided. equally between the two religious denominations. The I 
National Board Inspectors classify the Aughrim Schools as “ Good” and the other 
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four as “ Fair.” This estimate of the educational efficiency of. the Schools is similar 
I to that of last year. The unsuitable premises at Mucklagh are still in use, but the 
I Manager, under date October 29, 1913, writes: — “I hope very soon to’ make a 
beginning with the new School at Mucklagh. The Board of Works is preparing 
plans and the grant will be available next April.” 

The Leamy Endowment, Limerick. — During the year we distributed between 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £214 15s. 11 d. For particulars 
as to the efficiency and general condition 'of the Schools, see the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector which is given infra, p. 31. The teachers referred to in 
Section 24 of Scheme No. 95, having ceased to be employed by the Leamy Protestant 
Board, have received the compensation provided for under the Section. A new 
staff has been appointed and the Leamy High School has been re-organised, but 
we are not yet in a position to estimate the results of this action. 


The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk.— Three Schools established their 
claim to share in this Endowment, namely : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for 
23 pupils, the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for 24 pupils, and Christian 
Schools, Dundalk, for 5 pupils. We divided the sum of £54 12 s. 0 d. amongst them 
in proportion to these numbers. 

Banks Endoivment, Eyrecourt. — The Trustees of this Endowment not being in 
a position to submit a plan for its application, we consulted the Manager of Eyre- 
court National School, in accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, and, acting on 
his suggestion, we decided to continue the application of the funds in that School 
to a purpose similar to that adopted in preceding years, viz., the teaching of such 
technical subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, Cookery, etc. The sum available was 
£15 Is. Id. The Report of the Organiser of Cookery and Laundry, appointed by 
the Board of National Education, pronounces the work to be “ very good.” 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments. — We paid the 
following sums as prizes to Junior Grade pupils in the various localities, on con- 
dition that the money should be applied towards the payment of the winners’ school 
fees for the ensuing year £12 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Leighlin 
and Ossory, £26 to pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh, £28 to 
pupils of Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonry, and £24 to pupils 
of Schools in King’s County (Banagher Royal School District). We offered £40 
for competition in the. district just mentioned, but as there were no qualified 
applicants for the three girls’ prizes (£16) a sum of £24 only was distributed. We 
also paid a sum of £28 as grants to the Intermediate Schools in this district. 

Lattone School ( Anne Hall Endowment ). — The portion of the income of this 
Endowment, applicable to Lattone School, continues to be devoted to the reduction of 

debt incurred in repairing and enlarging the old schoolhouse. Our Secretary, 
"dio visited the locality in September last, states that, except for some repairs needed 
to the teacher’s residence, the buildings and equipment are now very satisfactory. 
Ine report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector is printed, infra, page 31. 


Limerick Diocesan School Endowment. — A sum of £127, being accumulations 
w mcome ’ was invested by us in the purchase of £130 18s. Id. Great Southern and 
Western Railway 4 per cent. Preference Stock. There was no expenditure in 
respect of this Endowment during the year, and on December 31st last, the property 
n> our possession, in addition to the School premises, consisted of £63 Is. 6 d. 
Government Stock, £310 12s. 6 d. Railway Stock, and £31 9s. lOd. cash, the gross 
income for the year being £33 5s. lid. 


ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

, -*- n Appendix B, IV., and V., pp. 22-23, we give Summaries of our Rentals for 

• year 1911-12, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding periods. 
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Rentals . — As compared with last year, the gross rental on the present occasion 
shows an increase of £1 85 , 7 d., the figures being £1,849 12s. 7 d. now, as against 
£1,848 4s. Or?. in 1912. Carysfort remains unchanged; Tyrone Rental proper is 
increased by £3 2s. Id . — two slight reductions, the result of judicial fixtures, being 
more than counterbalanced by two new lettings of spent bog for agricultural pur- 
poses— and the Tyrone Bog Rental, which varies from year to year, is diminished 
by £1 14s. 0 d. 

Arrears . — The general condition of the arrears compares not unfavourably with 
that of last year; the sum total having been reduced from £1,639 3s. 10r?. to 
£1,625 5s. 3 d. Taking the Estates separately, the Carysfort Rental shows that more 
than a year’s rent was collected, and that the former arrears of £35 were reduced to 
£20 11s. 8c?. On the Tyrone Estate the net result is an increase of 9s. 9c?. in the 
arrears. Under ordinary circumstances this small sum might be regarded as 
negligible, but a close analysis of the various items discloses an unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs. It is true that in 24 cases more than a year’s rent was collected, 
with a consequent improvement of £93 5s. 2c?. ; but in 24 other cases, in 8 of which 
considerable arrears already existed, absolutely no rent was received, and new 
arrears amounting to £83 16s. 11c?. were allowed to accrue, notwithstanding the 
intimation conveyed to the Agent last year that the Standing Committee viewed 
with marked disapproval the growth of fresh arrears. Further, in 4 cases less than 
a year’s rent was collected; and on the Bog Rental — where the arrears now exceed 
the Rental — no rent was received in as many as 51 cases, the total number of 
lettings being 265. Having made representations to the Agent on those points he 
replied (1) that with regard to the fresh arrears on the principal rental, he hoped 
soon to make a good collection in the majority of cases, and that in five cases he had 
Ejectment Decrees; (2) that the very wet season was accountable for the poor col- 
lection on the bog rental. After careful consideration of the condition of this 
estate, we issued the following instructions to the Agent 

(а) All tenants to be made pay something each year ; 

(б) In each case in which a tenant pays less than a year’s rent, a special expla- 

nation of the circumstances to be furnished with the Agent’s annual 
returns ; 

(c) The policy of making tenants who are in arrear pay more than a year’s rent 
to be continued, and, if possible, to be more generally applied. 

We hope that the adoption of these instructions, with firmness but without 
harshness, will result in checking the growth of fresh arrears and in gradually 
reducing the accumulation of old arrears.

School Rolls . — The total number of pupils on the rolls for the year just closed is 714, as compared 
with 747 for the previous year. This is a substantial reduction, and all the more so in view of the 
tact that for the three preceding years the total roll registered a constantly diminishing number, the 
figures bemg 8 2° in 1909-10. 771 in 1910-11, and 747 in 1911-12. For this steady reduction it is 
difficult to find an explanation, but it is just possible that the decrease of 33 noted on the present 
occasion may be at least partially due to the elimination of the Preparatory Grade ; some Head- 
masters, perhaps, being unwilling to encourage a class of pupil not recognised by the Intermediate 
Hoard . Should this be the case, a recovery in the strength of the rolls may be anticipated for the 
coming year, when grants, based on the Inspector’s reports, will be paid in respect of pupils below 
the Junior Grade standard. 

If the figures for the past year be analysed it will be found that the number of boarders is 
reduced by 16, and of day pupils by 17, and, if we distinguish between the sexes, the boys’ roll is 
weaker by 28, and the girls’ by 5. The most substantial reductions are noticeable in St. Patrick’s 
Cavan 14j St Eunan’s, Letterkenny, 11; and Royal School, Raphoe, 9. Cavan Royal School and 

n a mi S ’ Hungannon, whose rolls could but ill afford any further decrease, are also down by 4 
each. The only Schools showing increased rolls are Dungannon Royal, 7; St. Michael’s, Enniskillen 
5; Armagh Royal, 2; and St. Patrick’s Armagh, 1. 

The gross Intermediate roll this year numbers 437, of whom 384 were presented for examination, 
that is 87 per cent. This percentage is similar to that for last year, and compares very favourably 
with those of many of the preceding years. Six of the Schools presented practically their full 
available roll, and in the couple of instances in which the number examined was least exhaustive it 
was explained that many of the pupils, although up to the Intermediate age, could not be successfully 
prepared tor the examination within the year owing to their backward state when joining their 
respective School. A perusal of the earliest composition work of some of those pupils tended to 
snow that m that branch at least much instruction and practice were required. 

Educational Efficiency .—Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the 
schools, taken as a whole, have done fairly well. The successful candidates number -232 out of 384 
presented for examination, that is the percentage of "Passes” is 60. This result is not quite so 
good as that of last year, when the percentage was 64, but it is at least still well in advance of the 
percentage for the country as a whole. Comparing the results of the particular Schools with which 
we are dealing with the general results for the whole country, we find that last year they were as 64 
is to 55, and on the present occasion they are as 60 is to 55. Thus, the Schools selected to share 
in the Endowments still maintain their higher percentage of " Passes,” but this year that superiority 
is represented by a percentage of 5 as against one of 9 last year. Taking the sexes separately, they 
have, in our particular Schools, emerged from the contest on equal terms — the percentage of " Passes ” 
for both boys and girls being 60. On the other hand, in the general results for the whole country 
the girls are substantially better than the boys, the respective percentages being 59 and 535. 

Of the twelve selected Schools five have an increased percentage of "Passes” to their credit the 
most notable being St. Patrick’s, Armagh, which heads the list with the fine score of 82 as against 63 last 
year; St Patrick’s, Cavan, a good second with 81 as against 61; and Royal School, Raphoe, with 69 
as against 54. This last School, granted only a fair attendance of pupils, promises to do well under 
Headmaster. On the other hand Royal School, Dungannon, Royal School, Enniskillen, and 
bt. Patrick s Dungannon, have suffered rather serious reductions, their percentages having fallen 
respectively from 75 to 52, from 73 to 51, and from 63 to 48. With regard to the two Royal Schools 
just referred to, it should be mentioned that the majority of their failures were due to weakness in 
just one subject, while of St. Patrick’s, Dungannon, it is only fair to say that School work was much 
disorganised during the year through the lamented death of the Headmaster. 

A close analysis of the results obtained by the various Schools goes to show that the majority of 
tlie failures this year occurred in English and in Arithmetic and Algebra. On the other hand 
Geometry was a universally successful subject, many of the Schools passing their total number of 
entrants, and the remainder having only very few failures. 

Building Equipment, etc .- The Buildings, taken as a whole, are now in very fair condition, and 
the teaching appliances and equipment— if we except some of the desks, which are almost relics— are 
sufficient and suitable. For many years reference had to be made to the unsatisfactory condition of 
Raphoe Royal School. But all that is now changed. Externally and internally the house has been 
done up, new sanitary arrangements and bath accommodation have been installed, and the Local 
Board may congratulate themselves on the generally pleasing appearance of the premises. In Armagh 
Royal School two of the <tonutories have been repainted, in Dungannon decayed woodwork baa beln 
replaced, and m Enniskillen the walls of the Infirmary have been dressed. Generally, the liability 
for the upkeep of the Royal Schools ,s fairly d.acharged; but in the case of Cavan some expenditure 
has now become urgent. r . 

In connection with the premises the following points were noted : 

_JS£w Koyal School .— The < iefective plaster at the S.W. corner has not yet been replaced. The 
upstairs W.G. and some of the bedrooms need attention. r 

Royal School, Enniskillen. Judging from interior signs of dampness the roof of the main 
building needs overhauling. 

em.iStiSTvi*’ .*«“»*«»--*» »• of proper ventilation, it is highly desirable that the 
cumbersome cubicles in one of the dormitories should be removed. 
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St. Michael’s, Enniskillen. — The playground presents. a very neglected appearance. 

Dungannon lloyal School (Girls’ Department) .—There is a damp spot in the dormitory. 

St. Fat-rick’s, Dungannon. — There are signs of damp in one of the girls’ classrooms, owing, 
apparently, to some defect in the arrangement for carrying off the water from the Science Hall. 

Health, etc. — The Schools present practically a clean bill of health, no epidemic of any sort 
having occurred during the year. Generally, the attendance was good, hut there is room for 
improvement in the cases of Raphoe Royal School, Enniskillen Royal School, and St. Michael’s, 
Enniskillen. Instruction in Drill is regularly given in nine of the Schools. Discipline, for the most 
part, is well maintained. 

Free Places.— AM the Schools provided Free Education for at least two pupils, but in the case of 
one School it is not clear that the fact was duly advertised in accordance with the requirements of 
Section 59 of the Scheme. The attention of the School authorities has been called to the matter. 
In only four of the Schools can it be said that the competition for the Free Places was at all keen. 

Local Boards. — The various Boards have efficiently discharged their duties under the Scheme, and 
their records are accurately kept. The attendances, however — particularly that of some of the lay 
members — leaves much to be desired. 

Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — I regret to find myself again unable to certify this 
school as "qualified” to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The conditions in which 
it has been found wanting for the school' year just concluded are : — 

1. The Scheme requires that Intermediate Education shall have been regularly afforded 

during the year to twenty pupils of the prescribed age, each of whom shall have made not less 

than one hundred attendances. There were only eleven such pupils. 

2. The Scheme requires that at least seven pupils from the School shall have " passed ” at 

the recent Intermediate Examinations. The number who so passed was only three.. 

Schedule I. Qualified Schools. — With the exception of the Ladies’ Collegiate School, above 
referred to, I am satisfied that all the necessary conditions have been fulfilled, and I beg to report 
the compliance by each of the other eleven schools with the requirements of the Scheme in respect of 
the school year ended August 1, 1913. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have alluded above, will be made the subject 
of further reference in my detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

Detailed Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector. 


Armagh Protestant Board of Education. — This Board was active during the year, as is evidenced by the fact 
that six meetings were held. Additional members have been co-opted under Section 22 of the Scheme, 
which is. I think, a wise step. The attendance of the latter as well as of the representative governors 
is satisfactory. The free places offered under the Scheme are now attracting fair material, but it is to be 
regretted that the generous offer of Sir John Lonsdale to found two scholarships of £20 each has not so 
far borne fruit. 

Armagh Royal School. — The School roll shows little change, but such as it is is for the better — 64 as against 
62 last year. The Intermediate results, however, are reduced from a percentage of 56 to one of 44. For 
this, weakness in English (except in Senior grade), and in Latin and History and Geography throughout 
all the grades is accountable. For years now Latin has been a fatal subject, and it evidently requires 
much attention. On the other hand, previous results in English and History and Geograph}’' would 
not lead one to anticipate the present poor returns. Mathematics and Modern Languages were very 
satisfactory. Two dormitories have been recently done up, so too the hall in the Headmaster’s quarters. 
The condition of the premises may now be described as good externally and fail' internally. 

Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. — The statutory meetings were held, and the attendance was 
good, except on the part of one lay man who failed to attend any meeting during the year. The financial 
position of the Board is gradually improving, the debt for the maintenance of the resident masters being 
steadily reduced. It is pleasing to note that there were ten candidates of respectable attainments for 
the Free Places offered during the past year. 

St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. — The school lole is practically unchanged — 44 taking the place of 43 — but the 
percentage of passes has risen from 63 to 82. This is a fine record, and taken all round the Intermediate 
results obtained by this school are about the best I have met with this year. Out of 28 pupils submitted 
to examination, there was absolutely no failure in English, in Latin, in Geometry, or in History and Geo- 
graphy, while in the other subjects — except, perhaps, Irish — the failures were very few. This may be 
taken as evidence of good all-round teaching, and it is to the credit equally of masters and pupils. Drawing 
and French are taught as required by the Scheme — although not as Intermediate subjects. The house 
and grounds are in good condition with the exception of the wing referred to in previous reports — this 
latter is now being seriously tackled. I had not the advantage of seeing the classes on the occasion of 
my visit, as the pupils were enjoying a well-earned holiday in celebration of the Intermediate distinctions 
(two exhibitions and two prizes) gained by the house. 

Cavan Protestant Board of Education.- — The constitution of this Board has undergone a change during the year 
through two of its members having left the district — Rev. James Edgar and Rev. G. Spence. Business 
of more than ordinary importance has had to be transacted owing to the resignation of the Headmaster 
(Mr. Hampton), who during a lengthened period had done good work for the School. Five meetings 
were held and the attendance was very satisfactory. The financial position is not flourishing, as the 
liability for the proper upkeep of the premises is annually becoming more pressing. An energetic local 
effort, similar to that recently made in Raphoe (where a sum of about £600 was realised by means of 
a bazaar) has become almost an absolute necessity. 

Cavan Royal School. — The number of day boys has been well maintained, but there has been a substantial 
drop in the number of boarders — 5 taking the place of 10 — with the result that the total roll shows a net 
reduction of 4 — 29 instead of 33. The Intermediate results are respectable — 12 having passed out of 18 — 

that is 66 per cent. The majority of the failures were due to English, but languages generally were very 
successful, so too with regard to History and. Geography. As to the premises, the classrooms, dormitory, 
dining hall, &c., are clean, bright, and airy, but the following points should receive attention as soon 
as possible : — (1) defective plaster on south-west corner (exterior) ; (2) the corresponding interior in one 
of the Headmaster’s rooms ; (3) the upstairs w.c. ; and (4) one of the rooms assigned to the assistant 
masters. 

Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education.- — As usual the attendance of clerical members at Board meetings 
was very regular, but that of lay members was so defective that a special meeting became necessary 
for the purpose of co -option. Some fresh blood has now been introduced into the lay element, and it is 
hoped that things will show an improvement in future. Five meetings were held ; the provisions of the 
Scheme have been duly observed. 

St. Patrick s College, Cavan . — The roll shows a reduction of 14 — 76 instead of 90 — which is due to a fall in the 
number of boarders. The Intermediate results compare very favourably with those of last year, and 
for all-round success they are some of the best I have seen. The percentage of passes is 81-8 as against 
61 ■ 9 in 1912. As evidence of effective teaching and earnest work the following facts may be mentioned — 
33 pupils were presented in 7 subjects each and the total individual failures were 3 in English, 2 in Arithme- 
tic and Algebra, 1 in Latin, and 1 in Geometry — that is 7 out of a possible 231. French is no longer 
taught as an Intermediate subject — all the pupils taking Greek— but instruction is given in accordance 
with the requirements of the Scheme. The premises generally are in very good condition, several rooms 
have recently been done up, the equipment of the house leaves little to be desired. The latest project 
is an out-of-door gymnasium, for which provision is now being made 

Donegal Protestant Board of Education. — This Board lost two of its members during the year — one through 
death, the other through resignation. Six meetings were held and for the most part the attendance of 
the reptesentative governors was good, but that of the co-opted governors was rather irregular. Theie 
is abundant evidence that the Board as a whole takes much interest in the affairs of the school, and the 
improvements and repairs recently effected in the premises do credit to all concerned.

Bavlioe Roijal School.—' The School roll has fallen from 40 to 31— principally through a reduction in the number 
of day boys. Boarders who are the great desideration of this school show a slight increase for the present 
year. If the roll compares unfavourably with that of previous years, the Intermediate results are distinctly 
better. Last year the percentage of passes was 54, which compared very favourably with 26 in 1911 
and 31 in 1910, but on the present occasion it has risen to 69— an achievement of which the headmaster 
may be justly proud. Latin and French, previously weak, are now good ; Geometry and English are 
more than good ; but Arithmetic and Algebra are weak. As this is not the first occasion on which this 
weakness has betrayed itself, the headmaster has wisely decided to give extra attention to these subjects. 

It is a distinct pleasure to be able to refer to the premises as now being in a satisfactory condition, 
a perfect transformation having been effected during the year. The whole exterior has been plastered, 
the windows painted, defective wood-work replaced, and all with very pleasing effect. Modern sanitary 
arrangements have been supplied for the girls’ department, two new baths have been furnished, and 
the interior generally has been refreshed. The Local Board has certainly done much with the means 
at its disposal. Foster House is now vacant, the late tenant’s lease having expired. 

Donegal Roman Catholic Board— The Board met four times during the year, and the attendance, particularly 
on the part of the clerical members, was good, working out at nearly 63 per cent. It is noted, however, 
that two of the lay members are disqualified under Sec. 38 of the Scheme, one having failed to attend 
a single meeting, and the other having attended only one. The simple transactions of the Board are 
faithfully recorded in the minutes, and the accounts duly kept. 

St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letlerkenny. — -The roll has suffered a reduction of 11, but it is still a very substantial 
one (82). The percentage of passes is also down— from 67 to 59,- but then it is to be remembered that 
practically the whole Intermediate roll is submitted to examination ; while on the score of exhibitions 
and composition prizes the school is certainly to be congratulated. There is on every side abundant 

• evidence of zealous work. Arithmetic was weak in the higher grades and Languages in the Junior grade. 
The latter is scarcely to be wondered at when one considers that four languages are taken, of three of 
which practically all the pupils are absolutely ignorant when they join the school. The general results 
in Irish and French were highly creditable, and in English good — in comparison with the fate experienced 
by other schools. 

Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. — Messrs. Trimble and Whaley have been substituted for Messrs. 
Pringle and Calvert, as representatives of the general Assembly — otherwise the constitution of the Board 
is the same as that for the previous year. The Statutory meetings were held, the attendance being particu - 
larly good. Full minutes of the Board's proceedings are kept, and the accounts are written up to date. 
I am satisfied that the provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed. 

Enniskillen Royal School ( Portora ). — The roll shows little change from that of last year — 70 taking the place 
of 71. The percentage of passes is reduced from 73 to 51, but then a very much more exhaustive number 
was submitted to examination, which is in my opinion a move in the right direction. No subject was 
really weak, although English, French, and Arithmetic and Algebra were not up to the level of classics 
and Geometry both of which were highly creditable. For the comparative weakness in French a probable 
explanation is that the French Master resigned during the year, which resulted in some slight 
disorganisation of the classes. Some attention has been paid to the Infirmary, but it is yet too soon 
to pronounce whether the treatment will be effective in removing the damp. In the main building, the 
walls of the staircase need refreshing, and some damp spots in the dormitories suggest defects in the roof, 
otherwise the premises are in very good condition. 

Ladies’ Collegiate School, Enniskillen. — Energetic and successful work is done in this school, and it is with 
regret I find myself unable to certify it as “ qualified ” to share in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. 
The conditions in which it has been found wanting for the School year just concluded, are : — 

1. The Scheme requires that Intermediate Education shall have been regularly afforded during 
the year to twenty pupils of the prescribed age, each of whom shall have made not less than one hundred 
attendances. There were only eleven such pupils. 

2. The Scheme requires that at least seven pupils from the School shall have “ passed at the recent 
Intermediate Examinations. The number who so passed was only three. 

Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. — The Statutory meetings were held, but the attendances were 
not nearly so good as usual — no less than four members having been disqualified through their failing 
to attend the requisite number of meetings. Again, one of the meetings was faulty in its constitution as 
one of the gentlemen forming the quorum, had been disqualified in the previous year, and had not been 
re-co-opted at the date of the meeting. I have called the attention of the Secretary specially to these 
points. The question of finance has received consideration which indeed was needed, the debit balance 
of £559 in December, 1911, having been reduced to £350 in December, 1912. The real reduction effected, 
however, is not so good as these figures would appear to indicate — two years’ results from the 'Depart- 
ment ” being included in the income of 1912. 

St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan.—' The roll is unchanged (76), but the percentage of passes (61) shows some 
improvement on that of last year (58) . A percentage of 61 is creditable when one considers that practically 
the whole house was submitted to examination, as this means that many of the junior grade candidates 
had only one year’s preparation in languages. As was to be expected, some of those candidates betrayed 
weakness, but the Senior, the Middle, and the higher divisions of the Junior grades were good all round. 
Greek, Geometry, French and Irish were highly satisfactory. There were some few failures in English and 
Latin. It was noted with pleasure that as the result of some structural alterations a bright and airy 
dormitory has taken the place of some stuffy rooms, and also that, generally, more attention is being paid 
to ventilation. A further move in the right direction would be the removal of the cumbersome cubicles 
from the third dormitory. Some signs of dampness were observable in the large dormitory and m the 
corridor of the east wing. The plaster too in many places is becoming defective. 

St. Michael’s, Enniskillen.— The roll is increased by 5 (40 instead of 35), and the percentage of passes decreased 
by 6 (60 instead of 66). There was no really weak subject, but 1 should like to see fewer failures in English. 
A perusal of compositions written by some of the junior pupils would suggest that much headway has 
to be made in this subject. Discipline is now very good and there is a spirit of earnest work apparent. 
The dampness in residential portion of premises has disappeared, and it is hoped that it. will dry out in 
classroom also. The recreation ground presents a very neglected appearance. 
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Tyrone Protestant Board of Education.— As is usual this Board has given much care to the discharge of the 
duties imposed by the Scheme. Seven meetings were held and the attendance of the majority leaves 
little to be desired. It is to be noted, however, that two members failed to attend a single meeting and 
one was present only once. During the year much has been done to the premises which are now in good 
condition. The worn floors m the dormitories have been renewed, portions of the Headmaster’s residence 
tne ochool, and the infirmary (now inhabited by one of the assistant masters), have been repainted and 
twelve new windows have been inserted. When the remaining windows have been similarly treated 
little will remain but to supply the defects of ordinary wear and tear. 

Dungannon Royal School — There has been a small increase in the boys’ school roll— 65 taking the place of 
bl Out of a possible 33, 29 were presented for examination, but only 12 passed. This is a stron«- contrast 
to last year, when out of a similar number presented, 21 passed. The Senior grade class was a good one 
but the Middle grade went down hopelessly in English and Trigonometry, and the Junior grade also was 
weak m English. This subject evidently requires close attention. On the other hand, Latin, French 
Mathematics (except Trigonometry) and Experimental Science were very creditable. 

The girls' department, with an available Intermediate roll of 14, presented 11, and 9 passed. A decidedly <>ood 
performance. One of the failures was due to German (Middle grade), and one to English (Junior aradel 
In the latter grade the class was particularly successful, there being only three failures in individual subjects 
out oi a total of 34 taken. A distinction worthy of mention is a second class exhibition in Classics won 
by the School Mathematics were somewhat weak. A damp spot in the dormitory should be seen to 
lyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education.— The Statutory meetings were held, but two members failed to 
get m the necessary attendances; and vacancies have been thus caused under Section 38 of the Scheme 
Ihe Board having lived well within their income during the past year, have now a substantial sum to 
credit. it is a pity, however, that something cannot be done to raise the school roll to a figure more 
m Keeping with the fine school accommodation . The following defects in the premises were noted Plaster 
has fallen near one of the doors m the upper storey of the girls’ department. In the front upper class- 
room of the same department, there is a marked sign of dampness which would appear to be due to some 
defect in the arrangement for carrying ofi the water from the Science hall. A pane of glass is missing 
Z K 1 ! i wmdow f T]ie founds surrounding the buildings present a very unkept - appearance! 

particularly at the rere where much rubbish is allowed to accumulate 
St, Patrick’s Academy Dungannon.- It is to be regretted that the school roll has suffered a still further shrink- 
age— 46 talang the place of 50. The Intermediate results are down too, the percentage of passes beiiw 
48 as against 63 last year. In this connection, however, it should be noted that the normal school work 
was much disorganised during the year through the illness and lamented death of the Headmaster of the 
boys department, Rev. James 0 Neill. The girls showed wholesale weakness in Arithmetic and ADebra 
and partial weakness in History and Geography and Latin. The other languages were good. The°bovs 
were found wanting m English and Irish, but did well in Latin, Mathematics, and Science. Seeing that 
the boys curriculum includes Latin, French, Irish, and Greek, and the girls’ Latin, French, Irish, and 
German, it is just possible that both departments attempt what is beyond their resources. In saving 
inthe b?y.?°school &S Condormi S tte apparent tendency to relegate French to a secondary place

I have visited the Preston School on different occasions during the past year, and found the educational 
work being diligently and systematically conducted.

Scheme No. 91. — Anne Hall Endowment, Lattone School. 

Considerable advance has been made here. The School building that had been so long disused is now in 
use. The building has been thoroughly repaired. It is now in good condition. The building formerly used 
for teaching is in fair condition. It is proposed by the manager to use this for the teaching of Technical 
Subjects, but a plan has not been yet settled. The exteriors of dwelling, schools and offices are°in a fair state 
of repair. The interior of the dwelling house is not in good order, but as a change of teachers is contemplated 
it would not be advisable to spend money on the improvement of the interior of the dwelling. I append copy 
of the Inspector’s (N. E.) Report on the educational condition of this School.

Scheme No. 95.— Leamy Endowment, Limerick. 

Leamy Protestant Board. — Owing to the proposed re-organisation of the School, the Board has? been 
particularly active. No less than seven meetings have been held, and the attendance, for the most part, has 
been fair, but oue member is disqualified through non-attendance. A second member, Rev. Mr. Semple, ceases 
to hold a seat on the Board owing to the fact that the number of Presbyterian children attending the School 
has fallen below five. According to the figures submitted to me, the accounts show a small debit°balance, but 
they have not yet been audited. 

School. — The School has temporarily ceased to be an Intermediate School. It is now in a transition 
stage owing to the retirement, through ill-healtb, of the Head Mistress, and the numbers show a reduction, the 
roll and attendance being 32 and 30 as against 40 and 35 last year. Drawing and Reading were good, History 
fair, but Spelling (in the Junior class) was rather weak. The attendance is somewhat irregular. 3 

Leamy Roman Catholic Board. — The attendance has been very good, and the interests of the School 
are well looked after. Usually the accounts are audited shortly after the close of the year, but on the present 
occasion those for 1912 have not yet been submitted. On inquiry, however, an explanation for this was 
forthcoming. 

School. — Roll 492, present 412. For the previous quarter the figures were 488 and 398 respectively. 
The Head Teacher, Mr. Joyce, who for many years had so successfully conducted the School, having been 
promoted to Marlboro’ Street, Dublin, his place has been filled by the appointment of Mr. O’Connor. This 
selection, as far as I could judge, has proved a very wise one. Singing, Drawing,— especially Map Drawing— 
and Discipline are highly creditable. The condition of the lane adjoining the School is again far from satisfactory 
large heaps of refuse being allowed to accumulate there. Now that the residential portion of the premises : 
unoccupied, periodic inspection on behalf of the Local Board will be necessary to secure its being kept in fair 
repair. At present one of the front rooms in the upper story shows signs of either a defective roof or leaky 
rain pipes.

Scheme No. 111.— Preston Endowment, Queen's County. 

The Board. — Four meetings have been held since the date of my last inspection in October, 1912, and 
the attendance of the majority was good, but some members failed to put in even one appearance during the 
year. The financial position has been engaging attention ; steps are being taken to reduce the debt, but if those 
steps arc to have any substantial effect, the governors will need to husband their resources with the greatest care 
for the next few years. The house is being maintained in very good order, and all the internal arrangements 
are satisfactory. 

School. — There is no change in the total roll (23), but the boarders have increased from 8 to 11. For a 
variety of causes only 6 pupils were available for the Intermediate Examinations — some requiring special 
preparation for other examinations, some leaving school before June, etc. Of the 6, 4 were presented and 2 
passed. From the results obtained by such a limited number it would be rash to generalise, but from personal 
observation I should be inclined to say that the teaching of Latin and Mathematics is generally successful. 

he Head Master has decided to adopt the new Commercial Course in lieu of Experimental Science — the former 
subject being likely to prove more useful to the majority of his pupils. The discipline of the ’school is 
excellent.
